VICTORY FOR SAN 

MATEO COUNTY 

Offer of Southern Pacific Company for Re¬ 
duced Passenger Rates Down the 
Peninsula Accepted. 


After being in existence a year and 
a half, the Ban Mateo County Devel¬ 
opment Association has accomplished 
a great and important victory for Ban 
Mateo county. 

Some months ago a movement was 
started to make an effort to have rail¬ 
road passenger rates down the Penin¬ 
sula reduced. 

Attorney Beth Mann was retained 
to prepare and present a case to the 
State Railroad Commission claiming 
that passenger rates down the Penin¬ 
sula were discriminating compared to 
those prevailing from Ban Francisco 
to Oakland and other points across 
the bay. 

On August 28th last a suit was in¬ 
stituted against the Southern Pacilic 
Company by the Ban Mateo County 
Development Association and present¬ 
ed to the Slate Railroad Commission 
for consideration. 

The railroad company at that time 
asked for a continuance of sixty days, 
promising that within that time a 
proposition of reduced rates would be 
offered. 

Several conferences were held be¬ 
tween the railroad officials and com¬ 
mittees from the development associa¬ 
tion of this county and organizations 
in Santa Clara county, with the re¬ 
sult of new rates being submitted last 
week for consideration. 

The compromise of the railroad 
company is a material reduction in 
commutation rates, including family 
commutation rates and two-day round 
trips, Sunday excursion fares and 10 
ride bearer tickets. 

Individual monthly commutation 
tickets will be sold by the railroad 
company, commencing November 1st 
next, at the following rates: From 
San Francisco to South San Francis¬ 
co $3; San Bruno, $3.80; Lomila Park, 
$3.65; Millbrae, $4.10; Burlingame 
daily ticket, $4.90, week day commu¬ 
tation, $4.40; San Mateo daily ticket, 
$5.35, weekly commutation, $4.85; 60 
ride, now $6; Belmont, daily commu¬ 
tation ticket $6.55, week day commu¬ 
tation, $5.90; Redwood, daily commu¬ 
tation, $7.60, week day commutation, 
$6.85; Menlo Park, daily commutation, 
$8.65, week day commutation, $7.80; 
Palo Alto, daily commutation, $9.05, 
week day commutation, $8.15; May- 
field, dailj commutation, $9.55, week 
day commutation, $8.60; Mountain 
View daily commutation, $10.85, 
week day commutation, $9.75; San 
Jose daily commutation, $14.10; week 
day commutation, $12.70. 

The Maytield-Los Gatos line will be 
put on substantially the same basis as 
main line to San Jose, taking into ac¬ 
count the slightly greater distance to 
Eos Gatos. 

Commuters of this city will save 
$1.50 per month, the present rate being 
$4.50. San Bruno commuters wiP 
save $1.70, piesent rate being $5. 

Resolutions accepting the new rates 
offered by-the Southern Pacific Rail¬ 
road Company were adopted by the 
board of governors of ttie San Mateo 
County Development Association fol¬ 


lowing a general meeting of the mem¬ 
bers last Tuesday night. 

Rev. William A. Brewer, president 
of the association, told the members 
that the railroad company had sub¬ 
mitted a schedule of rates that would 
materially lessen the fares between 
points down the Peninsula and San 
Francisco. This list of rates, he said, 
had been indorsed by the railway and 
transportation committee of the asso¬ 
ciation. 

j G. J. McGregor, chairman of the 
committee, advised the association to 
accept the rates without further par¬ 
ley. 

His advice was prornplty seconded 
| by Seth Mann, the legal representative 
of the association in its light for lower 
transportation rates. 

Great credit for settling this impor¬ 
tant matter is due Rev. W. A. Brewer, 
president of the association, and the 
i association’s transportation eommit- 
j tee composed of G. J. McGregor of 
Burlingame (chairman), W.J. Mar¬ 
tin of this city, 1). G. Doubleday of 
Millbrae, W. H. Brown of San Mateo 
and H. C. Tuchsen of Redwood City.

THE CITY BOARD 

OF TRUSTEES 

Ordinance Introduced Increasingthe Liquor 
License Rate From $120 to $W0 a 
Year—Other Business. 


The city board of trustees met in 
regular session in the city hall last 
Monday night. 

A petition was received from A. 
Costa asking permission to move his 
liquor license from a location in the 
northern part of town to his store on 
Grand avenue, near Linden. 

Upon motion of Trustee McGovern, 
seconded by Trustee Kelley, the re¬ 
quest was granted. 

A communication was received from 
the San Mateo County Development 
Association in reference to county 
roads leading through municipalities. 

City Attorney Coleberd explained 
.the intent of the law on the subject. 

The communication was ordered 
tiled. 

A communication was received from 
the South San Francisco Railroad and 
Power Company stating that a new 
headlight had been placed on the 
night car running into this city. 

Communication filed. 

A communication was received from 
County Tax Collector A. McSweeney 
asking permission to use the city hall 
where local citizens can pay their tax¬ 
es this year. 

Permission was granted. 

A communication was received from 
the California Automobile Association 
in reference to improving the condi¬ 
tion of Mission road in this city. 

Communication ordered filed. 

City Attorney Coleberd reported 
that he and Trustee F. A. Cunning¬ 
ham, president of the board, had held 
a conference in San Francisco with 
C’has. N. Black in reference to the 
asking for a franchise to run a double 
track electric railroad line along 
Grand avenue in this city by the 
United Railroads and aiding in pay¬ 
ing the expense of laying a modern 
pavement along the same avenue. Mr. 
Coleberd stated that the company is 
willing to do both. 

President Cunningham stated that 
the local land company is willing to 
donate a right of way over its land 
for the extension of Grand ayenue in 
a straight line from Chestnut avenue 
to Mission road. There is a piece of 
land on the line of the contemplated 
extension owned by other parties and 
it may be necessary to have it con¬ 
demned by ttie city. 

City Clerk Smith presented the fol¬ 


lowing report on the financial condi¬ 
tion of the city: Cash on hand Sep- 
i tember 1, 1912, $135.38. Receipts dur¬ 
ing September—Special liquor per¬ 
mits, $15; recorder’s court, $25; city 
taxes $53.90. Total, $229.28. Expen- 
| ditures, as per warrants drawn, $136.- 
65. Balance cash on hand, October 1, 
19'2, $92.63. 

The treasurer and marshal’s reports 
were the same as the clerk’s. 

The reports were accepted and or¬ 
dered li led. 

Several claims against the city were 
allowed. 

Trustee Kelley introduced an ordi¬ 
nance r pealing Ordinance No. 4 
(liquor license ordinance). It wil 
come up for adoption at the next reg¬ 
ular meeting. 

Trustee Hickey introduced a new 
liquor ordinance which provides for 
increasing the present liquor license 
rate of $120 per year to $400, 
and permitting only regular liquor 
dealers and restaurants to sell intoxi¬ 
cating liquors, to go into effect the 
lirst of next year. Laid over until 
next meeting for adoption.

President L. P. Behrens, of the ad¬ 
visory commission and ex-officio 
member of the committee, will act 
as chairman of the meeting today and 
a full attendance is promised so that 
there will be no delay in getting Town 
to at least a tentative plan of action for 
the good roads bond issue campaign.

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MONTENEGRO 
'FORESTALLS POWERS 

Heavy Fighting Along Border 
Has Begun 


Montenegro has formally declared 
war on Turkey. Heavy fighting is in 
progress along the frontier. Skirm¬ 
ishes also are reported on the Ser¬ 
vian frontier and with Greek bands 
In the neighborhood of Diskata. An 
exchange of shots has occurred near 
DJumabala on the Bulgarian frontier. 

While none of the Balkan States 
except Montenegro have declared war 
against Turkey, everything points to 
such action within a few days. 

It is believed in London that Bul¬ 
garia and Turkey are maneuvering to 
throw the onus of the first hostile act 
on the other and that Montenegro’s 
declaration of war was made with the 
cognizance of the other Balkan States 
to forestall interference by the pow¬ 
ers. The latter, however, are con¬ 
tinuing their efforts to avert war. 

Dispatches from Constantinople say 
that military patrols are going 
ground the city requisitioning all the 
horses. The military authorities, too, 
had placed troops on board a large 
number of Greek vessels, which they 
had seized in Turkish waters, and it 
is said these are to be used for the 
transport of troops. The Greek Le¬ 
gation has ordered the masters of 
the vessel? to land the crews. 

The Servian Parliament has voted 
an extra $8,900,000 for military pur¬ 
poses, and the merchants of Bel¬ 
grade are making large donations to

THE GREATER SAN 

FRANCISCO AMENDMENT 

Considerable opposition to amend¬ 
ing Section 7 of Article 11 of the Con¬ 
stitution of the State of California, re¬ 
lating to the formation of consolidated 
city and county governments, has de¬ 
veloped in the city of Oakland. 

The Han Francisco Chamber of Com¬ 
merce in a circular says that several 
misleading statements have been issu¬ 
ed regarding the effect of the amend¬ 
ment on the communities around Han 
Francisco bay, if it should be adopt¬ 
ed; that the amendment does not pro¬ 
vide for the consolidation of any par¬ 
ticular communities, but merely per¬ 
mits it to be done if they desire; that 
the time has come when Han Francis¬ 
co, which is a city and county con¬ 
taining only forty-six and a half 
square miles, needs to enlarge its 
boundaries in order to furnish facili¬ 
ties for its rapidly growing develop¬ 
ment; that under Section .3, Article 11, 
of the Hlate Constitution, Han Fran¬ 
cisco can never enlarge its boundaries 
until the constitution is amended.

The circular states that the proposed 
amendment is merely permissive; 
that contiguous communities, separat¬ 
ed by a county line, may consolidate 
if they desire to do so and separately 
vote in favor of it; that the amend¬ 
ment is absolutely fair and thoroughly 
protects any city or town from being 
forced toconsolidate;that the Han Fran¬ 
cisco Chamber of Commerce would not 
endorse or stand for any com m unity be¬ 
ing coerced to merge with Han Fran¬ 
cisco; that by reading the amend¬ 
ment itself every voter in the state will 
see that any statements to the contrary, 
made by persons opposing the amend¬ 
ment, are not correct. 

The Enterprise believes no harm 
will be done if this amendment is 
adopted, but on the contrary will be a 
benefit, and joins with the Han 
Francisco Chamber of Commerce in 



urging that all citizens read it care¬ 
fully before voting for or against it.

State Senator Leslie R. Hewitt of 
Los Angeles has come out in support 
of Constitutional Amendment No. 6 , 
which is an enabling act permitting 
the federation of city and county 
governments. 

Senator Hewitt has made a thor¬ 
ough study of this subject and declares 
himself absolutely in favor of the 
adoption of the amendment. He 
points out the crying need of a gener¬ 
al law that will permit of the expan¬ 
sion and growth of the metropolitan 
areas of California at the option of the 
communities interested. 

Under the present law neither Los 
Angeles nor San Francisco can adopt 


questions for themselves, and we need 
have no fear but what they will de¬ 
cide wisely, especially in governmen¬ 
tal matters. 

“Another equally unformed sugges¬ 
tion is that San Francisco desires to 
consolidate with other cities so as to 
compel such cities to help pay its 
bonded indebtedness.

There Is a silent grandeur about 
mountains that cannot but affect those 
who dwell among them. It is their 
greatness, mingled with their stillness. 

Then, too. mountaineers are con¬ 
stantly incurring dangers, and a cer¬ 
tain sensitiveness grows up in people 
thus exposed as to their steadfastness 
in standing by a companion in peril.

Salvador Catrilo, the Nicaraguan ;

& Co. and Kuhn, Loeb & Cp* will 
finance the loan. The Minister's trip 
has convinced many here that the 
United States is preparing to take 
over the Nicaraguan custom house, j 
because officials say no New' York 
banks would loan Nicaragua money! 
without the interest and principal be¬ 
ing guaranteed by this country, which 
could not be done unless the State 
Department supervised the custom 
house. 


Bringing to an end suits for dam¬ 
ages amounting to $400,700, as a result 
of the overflow of the Colorado river 
into Imperial valley and the Salton sea 
in 1905, Judge W. R. Guy of the Su¬ 
perior Court of San Diego has awarded 
$78,300 damages to the plaintiffs, twen¬ 
ty-seven in number. The action was 
brought in the San Bernardino county 
courts in 1907, before Imperial county 
was formed. 


Another demonstration farm is to be 
established in Glenn county. The 
Government will establish a potato 
j experiment farm about twenty miles 
I from Chico, in the Willows section. 
This farm will be of forty acres. 

The earliest snowstorm ever record- 
j ed in that section of California is re 
{ ported at Bear Valley, where there is 
a foot and a half of snow on the 
' ground. Hundreds of duck hunters 
have been driven out of the mountains 
by the snow and cold. 

Plans for the new San Francisco 
Bub-Treasury are being completed as 
rapidly as possible, it is stated by As- 
| sistant Secretary of the Treasury S. 
P. Allen. Representative Kahn has 
written a letter to the Treasury De- 
I partment protesting against delay in 
j starting work on the building. 

A rapid approach of winter, with 
j threatening storms, making it inadvis¬ 
able to attempt the forcing of work at 
the Great Western Power Company 
dam to commence the impounding of 
flood waters this winter, has caused 
the company to begin the curtailing 
of operations at Greenville, Cal. 

Plans have been completed for the 
i erection in Chico of an auxiliary high 
school to cost $16,000. The conges¬ 
tion in the present high school, recent.- 
, ly erected, is so great that many of 
the students cannot be afforded seat¬ 
ing facilities. A faculty of eleven in¬ 
struct. twice as many classes, occupy¬ 
ing nine rooms. 

At a recent meeting of the Board of 
Regents of the University of Califor¬ 
nia, the building of an addition to the 
students’ infirmary on the University 
campus was authorized. This term 
there are 4263 students at Berkeley, 
besides some 500 at the Affiliated 
Colleges, or an attendance one sev¬ 
enth greater than at this time a year 
ago. 

Novel punishment, in addition to a 
fine of $100, was inflicted by Police 
Judge Frederlckson in Los Angeles 
upon Benjamin W. Kittredge, a young 
multi-milllanaire, after having wrecked 
his own machine and collided with 
another while on a joy ride. During 
the next six months Kittredge may 
not drive an automobile or ride in 
any machine where he has authority 
of direction over the chauffeur, under 
penalty of thirty days’ imprisonment. 

Fifty dried fruit, producers, repre¬ 
senting nine Northern California coun¬ 
ties, met in Sacramento a few days 
ago and took the first steps for the 
formation of a permanent organiza- J 
tion. The cured fruit industry of the 
Sacrameato Valley was generally dis¬ 
cussed. It was decided that, in view 
of the growing importance of this 
branch of the deciduous fruit industry 
north of the Tehachapl, an organiza¬ 
tion of some character was necessary. 

After two days spent in an investi¬ 
gation of the mountain meadow con¬ 
troversy between the cattlemen and 
the sportsmen and campers of the val¬ 
ley, Congressman Needham stated at 
Porterville that he will at once take' 
up with the forestry service » proposal 
to fence off and set aside a certain 
adequate proportion of the meadows 
and thus provide feed for the horses 
of those who desire to spend their 
summers in .the various mountain 
camping locations. 

An ordinance closing saloons on 
Sunday evening his been adopted by 
the Board of Trustees cf Redwood 
City. The new law also revokes the 
privilege the Board had of granting 
special permits to be open later than 
midnight. Hereafter the Redwood 
City bars must close their doors at 6 
o’clock Sunday night and not open 
until the same hour the following 
morning. The new regulations are the 
result of a petition which has been 
circulated by the women of the town. 

Discussion of a proposed million-1 
dollar endowment fund to care for j 
several Masonic institutions in this i 
State was the chief feature of the j 
opening session in Los Angeles of 
the sixty-third annual communication 
of the California Grand Lodge, An¬ 
cient Order of Free and Accepted 
Masons. The matter was referred to ; 
a committee. Masonic institutions in j 
California are now maintained by 
means of a per capita tax, and this 
will be abolished, should the new 
plan prevail. 


Distressing scenes were witnessed 
along Cabin Creek, \V. Va., when dep¬ 
uty sheriffs evicted the families of 
many striking miners from the homes 
they have occupied, in some instances, ' 
since the mines were opened. This 1 
evictions are being closely watched 
by the military to prevent mistreat- j 
ment and unnecessary suffering. The 
strikers were notified two months age I 
that they must return to work or 
move. 
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GENERAL NEWS EVENTS 


Cholera is epidemic at Yokohama. 
Japan, according to reports to the 
public health service at Washington, 
and extra precautions for the inspec¬ 
tion of ships from there have been or¬ 
dered. 

Reports on the Florida citrus fruit 
crop say that 7,000,000 boxes, more 
than half of which will be grapefruit, 
will be shipped out of the State. The 
citrus season has begun. Twenty- 
three thousand cars will be required 
to move the crop. 

Mrs. John R. Early has been granted 
a divorce from Jchn R. Early, the 
leper now at Diamond Point Hospital, 
Wash. She was given the custody if 
the three children and $55 of Early’s 
salary of $95 a month for acting as 
keeper of another leper. 

Falling in an aeroplane from more 
than 2200 feet in the air, and escaping 
with only a few scratches, was the 
experience of William Kabitske, a pro¬ 
fessional aviator, at the Army Avia¬ 
tion School at College Park, Md. The 
aeroplane was demolished. 

The .charred bodies of twenty-two 
victims of an explosion in a ware¬ 
house at Tampico, Mex., have been 
recovered from the ruins. Five hun¬ 
dred kegs of powder exploded during 
a fire and it is believed that nearly j 
fifty persons were killed and several 
hundred injured. 

The last steamer for Daw-son has 
left White Horse, Y. T., and will tie 
up on her return to White Horse. 
Other boats in the Upper Yukon will 
go into winter quarters on reaching 
White Horse, and during the next 
seven months travel along the great 
river will be by stage and dog team. 

The first shipment of blonde Es¬ 
quimaux exhibits has been opened 
for public inspection at the American 
Museum of Natural History in New 
York. It consists of clothing, weap¬ 
ons, toys and musical instruments of 
the tribe that Vilhjalmar Stefansson 
discovered near Coronation Gulf two 
years ago. 

More than 10,000 Mongols have been 
slain by Yuan Shi Kai’s troops in 
Eastern Mongolia, according to a re¬ 
cent dispatch. The victorious troops 
are now advancing in a circle upon 
Urga. The object of the outrage is 
to stamp out the inclination recently 
displayed by the people of Eastern 
Mongolia to join Outer Mong lia. 

Wilbur Wright, according to an ac¬ 
counting filed in the Probate Court 
at Dayton. Ohio, left an estate of 
$279,29S.4fl. The account was filed 
by Orville Wright, his brother, who 
gets the major part of the estate. 
Twelve years ago Wilbur and Orville 
Wright were conducting a bicycle re¬ 
pair shop and were barely able to 
make ends meet. 

It has been found advisable to raise 
the height of the dykes at Gambia 
from seventy-three feet, as originally 
planned, to seventy-eight feet and two ■ 
irches in order to protect the Culebra 1 
cl: of the Panama Canal against inun¬ 
dation by the Chagres River in conse¬ 
quence of the rise of the waters of 
Gatun Lake. The dyke across the 
channel also is to be widened to forty 
feet. 

Thirty dollars was received by the 
city of Chicago recently in a letter 
directed to the Controller and signed: 
“A Sinner SavejL by Grace.” . The 


writer explained that while doing vac¬ 
cination work for the City Health De¬ 
partment he occasionally sent in a 
few names that he should not. He | 
said his conscience bothered him and ' 
for that reason he was returning the ; 
money. 

George D. Pittman', a rancher, who 
was struck by lightning near Willcox, 
Ariz., measured five feet eight in¬ 
ches in height before death and six 
feet afterward. His vertebrae were 
uncoupled by the shock. Pittman’s 
hair was singed at the back of his 
neck, where the bolt entered. His 
neck was broken and shoulders 
crushed, and a hole torn In the bottom 
of one foot. 

The War Department at Washing¬ 
ton is experiencing great difficulty in 
securing mounts for the Second and 
Fourteenth Cavalry, recently returned 
from the Philippines. Horses of these i 
regiments were left in the islands. I 
Because of the great demand for j 
mounts for cavalry serving on the I 
Mexican border, the Department has j 
been forced to take all available horses 
from the romount station. 

Nearly every shingle mill In the 
State of Washington, which is the 
principal cedar shingle producer of 
the United States, has been closed, as 
part of a movement to resist a reduc¬ 
tion in the price of shingles. No pre 
vious shutdown has ever been so gen¬ 
eral. It is stated that the stoppage of 
production is supported by the finan¬ 
cial interests, and that tne mills will 
not reopen until prices are firmly es¬ 
tablished. 

A fire which started in the Bunker 
Hill and Sullivan mine, Idaho, and 
which is believed to have claimed ane 
victim, has been brought under con¬ 
trol. Rescue crews began immedi- | 
ately a search for F. A. Bentz, a 
pump man, whose action in staying 
at his post is without a parallel in 
the district. When the fire broke out 
the miners on shift made their way 
through the connecting workings to 
safety. Bentz attended to the pumps 
until the power was cut off, the record 
in the office showing that he made 
several rounds.
